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LEGAL  REFERENCES 


The  Board  of  Plumbers  operates  under  the  authority  of  Sections  66-2401 
through  66-2427  inclusive,  R.C.M.  1947,  amended. 

The  State  Board  of  Plumbing  Examiners  name  was  changed  to  State  Board 
of  Plumbers  in  Section  82A-1602  (22). 

PRINCIPAL  GOALS 

The  goal  of  the  Board  of  Plumbers  is  to  protect  public  health  and 
welfare  by  regulation  of  the  plumbing  industry.  It  is  their  goal  to 
license,  through  examination,  only  trained  and  qualified  plumbers. 

The  inspection  phase  of  the  Board  of  Plumbers  is  tc  insure  the  public 
that  the  plumbing  Code  is  followed.  This  is  a protection  for  the 
public  and  should  be  strengthened. 

The  Board  is  working  on  keeping  the  plumbing  Code  in  step  with  chang- 
ing materials  in  the  plumbing  field. 

Board  is  seeking  an  additional  qualified  person  for  plumbing  inspector. 
MAJOR  RECOMMENDATIONS 


Licenses  be  required  for  every  plumber  working  in  the  State,  not  just 
those  working  in  incorporated  cities  and  towns. 

To  increase  revenue  by  increasing  renewal  fees  and  fixture  stamp  fees. 

The  hiring  of  a second  plumbing  inspector  to  assist  the  present  inspector. 

Charging  a penalty  fee  for  work  that  is  in  violation  of  the  State 
Plumbing  Code. 

PROGRAM  DESCRIPTIONS 


Licensing:  Issue  licenses  to  those  qualified  by  examination  and  renew 

existing  licenses. 

Examinations  are  given  four  times  a year  to  applicants 
qualified  by  law,  and  only  persons  able  to  pass  the  exam- 
ination are  licensed,  to  insure  good  plumbing  practices 
in  the  State  of  Montana. 

Regulation:  Inspections  are  made  on  new  plumbing  installed  in  the 

State  to  assure  the  plumbing  meets  the  minimum  require- 
ments of  the  State  Plumbing  Code.
